HARE’S NOTED CAREER. 


Active Both on Battlefield and 
Along Legal Lines. 
Washington, Nov. 27.—The funeral 
was held here Friday of former Repre­ 
sentative Hare, a Texas-Mexican war 
veteran, 
distinguished 
Confederate 
soldier, judge and lawyer, who died 
at his home in this city Thursday. 
Judge Hare, who was well known 
here 
and 
eighty-one years of age, 
served in the Fiftieth and Fifty-first 
congresses. 
In 1862 he was appointed 
chief justice of New Mexico, which 
office he soon afterwards resigned to 
accept a commission as captain in the 
Confederate army. 
Shortly after the 
'elusion of the war he settled at 
Sherman, Tex., and w'as elected dis­ 
trict judge*, serving from 1873 to 1876. 
He was a delegate to the Democratic 
national conception at Chicago in 1884 
from Texas and Democratic elector 
for the state at large In 1884. 
Since his retirement from congress 
he practiced law at Washington. 
He 
is survived by a widow -and four chil 
droit—Major Luther Hare, U. S. A., 
retired, Austin; Frank Hare, Uvalde, 
Tex.; Judge Silas Hare, Jr., Sherman. 
Tex., and Mrs. John A. Smith.
